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Judge Okays Savings Reorganization Plan 


Operation 
Next June 
Is Hoped

REORGANIZATION of 
Arizona Savings arid Loan 
Association was approved 
yesterday by Superior 
Judge Lorna E. Lockwood. 

♦Only one dissenting voice 
was raised in the hearing, 
which was' attended by a 
packed courtroom of share¬ 
holders. And Louis B. Whit¬ 
ney, receivership attorney, re¬ 
ported that 16,309 of the 34,000 ac¬ 
tive accounts have sent in ballots 
approving the reorganization. They 
represent deposits Totaling $28,- 
111,020.97, Whitney said, well in 
excess of the two-thirds required 
by law. 

Judge Lockwood said she 
would sign an order approving 
creation of a new firm to be 
known as Greater Arizona Sav¬ 
ings and Loan Association, and 
turning over to it all of the in¬ 
surable assets. 

. Maxwell E. Greenberg of Bev¬ 
erly Hills, Calif., spokesman (or 
himself, Morris Shapiro and 
Ben Weingard, also coast finan¬ 
ciers, who proposed the reor¬ 
ganization plan, spent nearly 
two hours on the witness stand 
explaining the plan, and an¬ 
swering questions. He said it 
was hoped the new firm could 
open for operation by next 
June. 

The lone dissenter was William 
M. Boyd, who opposed all pro¬ 
posals for reorganization, and who 
indicated that he believed the 
court should turn all of the assets 
of Arizona Savings over to a com¬ 
mittee he organized and heads for 
liquidation by that group. 

IN ONE CHARGE Boyd ac¬ 
cused the proposed reorganizers 
of making a huge profit, and in 
the next he said that all of the 
shareholders would withdraw their 
funds from the new company and 
throw it into receivership again. 

Greenberg returned to the wit¬ 
ness stand to point out Boyd’s in¬ 
consistency, and to question his 
faith in both the State of Arizona 
and the shareholders. 

“We would not Invest our 
money If we did not have faith 
In the shareholders,” said 
Greenberg. 

The new firm is required to 
invest a minimum of $300,1100, 
but Greenberg estimated $900,- 
D00 would be needed If $15 mil¬ 
lion assets are taken. 

John Savoy, attorney for the 
for management of Arizona Sav¬ 
ings, endorsed the reorganiza¬ 
tion plan as being in the best 
Interests of the shareholders. 

Ray B. Lucas a co-receiver and 
a former Missouri Supreme Court 
justice who played a major role 
in settling sorqe $10 million in 
lawsuits and potential lawsuits 
over loan commitments in the 
Kansas City area to make re¬ 
organization possible, strongly en 
dorsed the plan. 

Under the reorganization pro¬ 
posal, Lucas said, the new com-! 
pany will credit shareholders’ ac 
counts with 100 per cent value on 
the insurable assets. These were 
estimated by Greenberg at be 
tween $13 and $18 million. 

“We tried to get offers on these 
assets, and we could not find any¬ 
one who would consider them 
without a discount,” he declared. 

Greenberg estimated that the 
final total of insurable assets may 
be about $13 million, which would 
be equivalent to 37y 2 per cent of 
total deposits, and coupled with 
the 12!4 r* r cent now ready for 
a cash distribution, would make 
a total of 30 per cent. 

THE REMAINING assets will 
be converted to cash by the state 
superintendent of banks under 
terms of the reorganization plan 
However, Greenberg said that the 
new company may be able to take

Food Lack 
Pinches 
Red Berlin 


BERLIN (UPI) — East 
German Communists yes¬ 
terday exhorted collecti¬ 
vized farmers' to work 
nights to try to end a severe 
food shortage. 

Western observers specu¬ 
lated it might cost Commit 
nist Party Boss Walter 
Ulbricht his job. 

Reports reaching West Berlin 
said all foodstuffs were growing 
scarcer in the Soviet zone. 

The vegetable supply system 
was said to have broken down 
completely in the wake of an in¬ 
tensive campaign that collectiviz¬ 
ed all farms in East Germany by 
last April. 

There are no privately-owned 
farms left in the entire “peoples’ 
republic.” 

The Communists said the solu¬ 
tion was more work. The official 
Communist Party newspaper 
Neues Deutschland called on 
farmers to work night as well 
as day, saying, “the night was 
not made only for sleep.” 

Western observers sald morale 
In East Germany was declining 
with the food stocks. They said 
Ulbricht, the iron-fisted ruler of 
East Germany, might be in 
danger of losing his power and 
being made a scapegoat. 

The East Berlin newspaper Ber¬ 
liner Zeitung said the districts of 
Potsdam, Rostock, New Branden¬ 
burg, Frankfurt-on-Oder, Magde 
burg, and Leipzig had met only 40 
per cent of their quotas of vege 
table deliveries to East Berlin. 

THE COMMUNIST Party 
charged that farmers were not 
making sufficient effort. 

It appeared that passive resist¬ 
ance by farmers, unhappy at be¬ 
ing forced, sometimes under 
threat of physical violance, into 
collective farms, had helped 
create the food shortage. ! 

In recent months. East Ger¬ 
man Communists have admit¬ 
ted cases of sabotage and shirk¬ 
ing. The supply lines from farm 
to market also were hampered. 

The Communist-edited paper 
B. Z, Am Abend said 28 tons of 
tomatoes were shipped to East 
Berlin Monday, but only 10 tons 
were distributed to retail shops 
because there were not enough 
trucks, 

. Bread was unavailable in some 
shops yesterday. Meat, milk, but¬ 
ter, and eggs as well as vegetables 
and fruit were reported to be 
scarcer than at any time since 
the anti-Communist workers revolt 
of June 17, 1953,

Life Crushed From 9 
By Oil Field Truck 

.ODESSA, Tex. (UPi)—Two women and seven children were 
killed yesterday when a heavy oil field truck smashed broad¬ 
side into their automobile at an intersection. 

The only survivor from the automobile that carried 10 persons 
was an infant, Connie Roberts, 1, who was critically injured. 

The truck driver, John Bos¬ 


tick, 29, of Odessa, was admit¬ 
ted to a hospital in shock al¬ 
though he was believed to fiave 
escaped serious injury. 

Witnesses said he got out of 
his truck, looked at the crushed 
car beneath it, and collapsed. 

The victims were Mrs, Peg¬ 
gy Roberts, 34, and her daugh¬ 
ter, Marcy Lynn Roberts, 6; 
and Mrs. Beth Letterman, 29, 
and her children, David Paul, 1; 
Mary, 9; Joy, 5; Mona, 3; 
Susie 7; and Johnny, 8. 

Mrs. Roberts’s husband. For- 
rest Roberts, is a foreman at 
the Mid-Continent Plastics Co., 
in Odessa, and Mrs. Letterman’s 
husband, L. .K. Letterman, is 
believed to be a welding con¬ 
tractor. . 

Both men were out of town 
when the accident occurred. 
Letterman was in McCamey, 
Tex., and Roberts in Iraan, Tex. 

An ambulance driver said the 

automobile “was so crushed 
that it looks small enough to be 
picked up by hand.” Ambulance 


crews and police worked 4(V 
minutes to pry the victims out 
of- the wreckage. 1 

Police said it appeared that 
the automobile stopped at a 
stop sign on 27th Street and 
then started . across Farm-to- 
Market Road. The heavy truck 
crashed into it broadside. 

The truck was owned by the 
B. .1. Weil Service Co., an oil 
well cementing firm. 


Economic 
War Front 
Demanded 


CHICAGO (UPI)—Repub¬ 
lican Nominee Richard M. 
Nixon launched his cam¬ 
paign for the presidency 
last night by proposing cre¬ 
ation of a powerful new 
striking force to battle com¬ 
munism on the economic 
front. 

Accepting the presidential 
nomination in a victnry-for-frce- 
dom speech, Nixon called for con¬ 
solidation of all non-military cold 
war projects into one big program 
that would be under his direct 
supervision if he were in . the 
White House. 

Nixon told the wildly cheering 
27th Republican National Conven¬ 
tion that the new striking force 
would encompass such programs 
as foreign aid, information activ¬ 
ities, and the exchange of persons 
with Communist nations, It would 
be separate from military pro¬ 
grams. 

Nixon accepted the nomlna- 
■ tlon after the convention roared 
Its approval of his choice ot 
vice presidential running mate, 
handsome Diplomat Henry Ca¬ 
bot Lodge of Massachusetts. 
Lodge also received a thunder¬ 
ous ovation from the conven¬ 
tion. 

The 1,331 delegates and the 
packed galleries also erupted 
with cheers when the conven¬ 
tion chairman, Charles A. Hal- 
leck, read a telegram from 
President Efsenhower extending 
his heartiest congratulations to 
“Nick and Cabot," the new 
titular heads of the Republican 
Party. 

Mr. Efsenhower said he was 
confident the GOP candidates 
would defeat Democrats John 
F. Kennedy and Lyndon B. 
Johnson in the November elec¬ 
tion because of their wisdom 
and government experience. 
But he warned they faced a 
tough fight.
